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NORTH WEST COUNCIL. 

The session of the council now over was not 
great either in the expectations that were 
raised in regard to itor the results that are 
likely to flow cro it. It hus, however, cs- 
tablished the f.ct that the territories have at 
leastaf rm of local government, a matter 
which for some tine past has baen in doubt. 
The limited powers of the council have been 
the object of adverse comment for some time 
especially, in view of the fact of Its assumiug 
a partly representative character, and the 
statement madein the address of the lieu- 
tenant-governor at the opening of the coun. 
cil, relative to an enlargement of its powers, 
was received with unuixed satisfaction. It 
was therefore somewhat of a surprise when 
instead of enlarged powers having been 
granted, those g.aite o the ccuncil seven 
or eight years ayo were given, with slight 
curtailments, ‘Tuvse powers were greater 
than those held by the council of 1881, inas 
much as that coun ‘il had no ) ower whatever, 
and its acts were of no effect intil legalized 
by act of parliame \t, but a tersuch a flourish 
of trumpets in regurd to ci larged powers it 
was hardly fair to stand the country off with 
an increase w not guite what they held years 
ago, Wied there was ho representation nor 
prospect of any, 

The ad Iress of the lieutenant governor was 
most congratulatory in its tone and especially 
commendatory of tae Wisdoui ot the choice 
of Regina as ie capital of the Ncith-West. 
While the god taste of bringing a matter of 
80 questionable a character, which had been 
discussed pro and con at such length such a 
short time previously, into such a place on 
such an occasion may be doubted, there is no 
doubt that as a stroke of business it w as 
quite a success, for the council endorsed the 
choice whether on pood or bad erounds, and 
the fact of its having done so is as good an 
udvertisement as the sharpest real estate
